Incipit: Franco Cantor, called "de stabulo," canon of the church of St. Rumold in Mechelen and Laurencius called 
"Rogaes," parish priest of the church of St. Mary in Mechelen affirm that the present document is a copy of the one 
issued on 4 December 1246 by Innocent IV which granted existence and liberties to the prioress and sisters of the 
Hospital of St. Mary in Mechelen, and recognized for them the Rule of St. Augustine, in the bull termed Religiosam 
vitam eligentibus.
